The American Legion of 
Passaic county conferred a 
medal upon President William 
Green of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, ‘‘for distin- 
tinguished service in counseling ar- 
bitration in industrial disputes to 
aid national defense.” 

In an address before a mass 
meeting of Legionnaires gathered 
by the occasion at Valley View 
hospital near Paterson, N. J., Mr. 
Green declared that the no-strike 
policy of the American Federation 
of Labor on national defense proj- 
ects has been more than 99 per 
cent effective. 

Mr. Green revealed official war 
department figures showing that 
in the army’s vast construction 
program now nearing completion, 


| which employed a half million men 


at its peak and will cost more than 
$1,200,000,000 labor difficulties 
caused a loss of only 14,875 man- 
out of a total of 40,607,000 
man-days worked. This percentage 
was so _ infinitestimally 
that it amounted to only 
one-hundredths of 1 per cent. 
“I consider this one of the 
outstanding achievements of 
the defense program,” Mr. 
Green said. “Credit is due to 


the war department and to 
Secretary of War Stimson who 
gave the American Federation 
of Labor convention last No- 
vember the direct assurance 
that ‘the practice and proce- 
dure of collective bargaining 


through freely chosen indepen- 
dent unions will not be sacri- 
ficed.’ Even more credit is due 
to the Building and Construc- 
tion Trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor 
which made good its pledge to 
the government to supply 
enough skilled men to com- 
plete the program in record 
time and to keep them work- 
ing at all costs.

COMPELLING SANITATION

Governor Culbert L. Olson an- 
nounced his signature of a bill pro- 
viding for ventilation and sanita- 
tion of factories and work shops 
employing one or more persons. 

Under present law the provisions 
applying to ventilation and sani- 
tation affect only such places of 
employment where five or more 
are regularly employed. 

The bill, sponsored by Assembly- 
an Edward M. Gaffney of San 
will, according to Gaff- 
require satisfactory ven- 
tilation in the places where there 
is the greatest need. 

“The larger industries,” Gaff- 
ney declared, “are all satisfac- 
tory as far as ventilation and 
sanitation are concerned but it 
is the smaller shops which have 
offered the most unsatisfactory 
working conditions to the em- 
playes.”

It 
seems to be the court's view that 
peaceful picketing is identified 
with the constitutional guarantee 
of free speech and is to be judged 
according to the principles gov- 
erning the exercise of that right. 
It cannot be narrowly restricted by 
a state’s declaration of what it 
deems to be the proper field for its 
exercise. It seems to us that in 
broadly outlawing secondary pick- 
eting, whether peaceful or not, 
S. B. 877 goes too far and is uncon- 
stitutional in that respect.” 

“I have not found,” the veto 
message of Governor Olson con- 
tinued, “any statute or ordinance 
of any state or municipality which 
has ever gone so far in attempts 
to defeat or circumscribe the rights 
of organized workers.

AFL Auto Workers’ Union 


Local No. 663 of the United Au- 
tomobile Workers of America, A. 


F. of L. affiliate, has finally been 
certified by the national labor re- 
lations board as the exclusive bar- 
gaining agency for all workers in 
the Hillsdale Steel Products com- 
pany plant at Hillsdale, Mich. 

The A. F. of L. affiliate filed a 
petition for an election early last 
October, but due to delay caused by

More Employment 
In California 


Pay Rolls on Increase 
As Men Return to Work 


Record-breaking levels of 
factory employment and pay 
rolls in California again were 
reached in April, H. C. Car- 


rasco, state labor commissioner, 
announced today. 


Manufacturing pay rolls in the 
state rose 58 per cent over April of 
last year and were up more than 
85 per cent above the level of April 
1939. Factory employment in April 
85 per cent above the level of April) 
1940 and more than 50 per cent 
higher than in April 1939. Working 
time in manufacturing industries, 
taken as a whole, was stretched to 
an average of 40.8 hours in April 
of this year from 37 hours in April 
a year ago, an increase of more 
than 10 per cent. 


The shipbuilding industry re- 
ported a rise of approximately 24 
per cent in working time to a 
weekly average of nearly 43 hours 
from an average of 34.7 hours per 
week a year ago. In the aircraft 
industry, average hours worked) 
rose to 46% per week in April 1941 
as compared with an average of 
40.3 hours in April 1940. 


Reflecting the increased working

| time as well as wage rate increases, 


average weekly earnings rose to 


| $33.18 in April from $28.18 a year 
| ago, an increase of $5 per week or 
| 17.7 per cent. 


More Wages 

Wage rate increases were grant- 
ed in a large number of industries 
during April. Among these were the 
following: brick, chemicals, electri- 
cal machinery, foundries and ma- 
chine shops, lumber, pottery, print- 
ing, stamped enamel-ware, stoves, 
aircraft, paint, rubber, tin cans, 
wirework, beverages, and cordage 
and twine. | 

Impressive increases in employ- 
ment and pay rolls were indicated 
by firms in the shipbuilding and 
aircraft industries. In the state’s| 
shipyards pay rolls were 222 per 
cent higher than a year ago, while 
employment was up 160 per cent.

Shipyard Strike!!! 

Perhaps one of the most distaste- 
ful subjects we have written on in 
many moons ... excluding always 


of course the oriental and “old 
world” massacres, is the present 
shipyard strike, 

We've tried faithfully to get the 
true picture. There can be little 
doubt that there must be right, and 
a lot of it on the machinists’ side, 
or certainly they wouldn’t be so 
foolish as to get themselves and 
everyone else so much bad public- 
ity and loss of wages. 


On the other hand, there also 
must be plenty of right on the 
other side of the picture. Certainly 
no one of us would believe it plausi- 
ble that labor leaders such as John 
Frey, president of the A. F. of L. 
metal trades, and others nearly as 
prominent, would, after fifty years 
of pleading with the workers to ob- 
serve the picket lines, in this one 
instance lead their men through the 
pickets if something were not 
wrong. 

In San Francisco the A. F. of L. 
machinists are, as I see it, on a 
bona fide strike against the Beth- 
lehem Steel shipyards. This con- 
cern has refused to sign the master 
agreement to this date. 

In Oakland, however, the A. F. of 
L. machinists’ union, Local 284, 
which has jurisdiction over the 
shipyards is not involved. They 
haven't a single man on that picket 
line. Seventeen other A. F. of L. 
craft unions have contracts with 
local shipyards. They want to ob- 
serve their agreements which were 
consummated only after every in- 
dividual union member of every 
single union involved had a chance 
to vote on the master coastwise 
shipyard contract, in which the 
overwhelming majority voted in 
favor and thereby authorized their 
officers to sign for them. In Oak- 
land, the CIO machinists who do 
not have a part in this coastwise 
shipyard agreement are striking 
and are the ones doing the pick- 
eting

With several score thousand 
more unionists joining last week’s 
1,000,000 in pledging all-out aid to 
Britain the trade union division of 
the committee to defend America 
by aiding the allies joined William 
Green, A. F. of L. president, in 
urging President Roosevelt to place 
labor representatives in all govern- 
ment departments and _ bureaus 
dealing with national defense. 

The trade union division en- 
dorsed William Green's statement 
that “in order to preserve the spirit 
of democracy and to enable the 
United States successfully to de- 
fend freedom, representation in all 
phases of the all-out national effort 
must be granted to American la- 
bor." Once this is accomplished, 
the consolidation of the many gov- 
ernment agencies now seeking jur- 
isdiction over every strike which 
breaks out would assure a steady 
flow of production just as in Eng- 
|land where, although the right to 


strike has not been restricted, 
there have been few men days 
lost. 

As a result of greater co-opera- 


tion between the trades and labor 
council and the Canadian govern- 
ment only 278,000 men days have 
been lost, in that county, since war 
broke out, as against a ten year 
average of 350,000.

Strikers Must Get 
Pay if Due, Says 
N. Y. Attorney 


An employer has no right to with- 
hold wages from an employe who 
has gone on strike in alleged vio- 
lation of a contract of employment, 
|; Attorney General Bennett has ad- 
vised Frieda S. Miller, industrial 
commissioner, 

“It has been the position of the 
attorney general for years, includ- 


ing my predecessors,” Bennett 
ruled, “that an alleged claim for 
damages made by an employer 


against his employes cannot excuse 
a failure to pay wages in accord- 
ance with Section 195, Subdivision 
2 of the labor law. Such action in 
withholding wages earned and due 
constitutes a violation of the labor 
law. No such deduction may be 
made by the employer. 

“The fact that a labor dispute 
exists and the employes have 
gone on strike does not warrant 
such an act of coercion or pun- 
ishment. Neither the law nor a 
sound public policy will coun- 
tenance such action.” 


NORTHWEST LUMBER 
COMPANIES OFFER AFL 
'UNIONS WAGE INCREASE 


The most important agreement in 
the history of the Lumber and Saw- 
mill Workers, A. F. of L., was 
reached at Tacoma, Wash., when 
representatives of concerns em- 
ploying 25,000 union members ap- 
proved a 7% cent per hour wage 
increase, 

The agreement must be ratified 
by both union locals and individual 
operators to be effective, but early 
ratification is expected. 

The operators had offered 5 
cents an hour increase, with the 
union holding out for 10. The com- 
promise makes the minimum wage 
in the northwest lumber industry 
75 cents an hour.

Aircraft factories added 134 per 
cent more workers as compared 
with April a year ago and boosted 
total pay rolls by 193 per cent. The 
increased hours was a factor in the 
pay roll rise. Substantial gains 
were shown for all other industries 
associated with national defense, 
with increases ranging from 11 to 
60 per cent in employment and pay 
rolls as compared with a year ago.
